By many the 
news pages are glanced at, aud attention 
is bestowed on the contents that exhibit 
deliberation, research and scholarship. 
There is as good writing and us pur­ 
poseful uud helpful writing in the daily 
papers today as there was in the maga­ 
zines of the first half of our century be 
fore. 
Moreover, it is writing to somo 
purpose. 
It is not for mere display of 
sty le, but to accomplish the betterment 
of governments, of society , of institu­ 
tions and .uts, to stimulate effort in 
right 
causes, to entourage industry , 
thrift, honor and content. The condition 
of the world in our century without the 
daily press is unthinkable. — Brookly n 
Eagle. 


DANGER I N EARLY RI SI NG. 


A Ilodtor*» Theory T hat tli«> Ilablt Il« -I|m 
to M.« k<- People Iuhmii« -. 
Dr. ise Id in II. Talcott, the medical 
superintendent of the Middletown ¡state 
Insane asy lum lecoutly , started the the­ 
ory that nothing conduced so much to 
insanity as early lismg. 
In proof of his assertion Dr. Taloott 
calls attention to the relative frequency 
with which farmers, their wivta, sons 
and daughters 1 come insane. The cause 
of this has hitherto Leon thought to be 
their isolated lives, then hard work and 
perhaps the excessive use of pie and po­ 
tatoes. 
On the other side, it has alway s 
seemed to Dr. Talcott and other eminent 
alienists that there must be some other 
deep seated cause of insanity among the 
farming classes than pie and potatoes. 
Farmers have alway s pure, fresh air iu 
abundance, which city folk seldom have; 
they are less liable to mental and uerv 
ous strain than city folk and also less 
liable to infectious diseases and the bad 
effects of alcohol. 
Dr. Talcott’a view, after a careful 
consideration of the advantag es aud dis- 
advantag i s of fanning life as a predis­ 
posing cause of insanity , is that ii is ili<* 
ex cessively early hours of lising which 
increase insanity iu the rural districts 
our of proportion to tho urban and sub 
urban rate, 
lie thinks g rowing chil­ 
dren m particular sntlrr severely from 
the “ artificial cut off" which is applied 
so rig idly to their lives. 
The report of the state commission m 
lunacy shows that during tho y ear end 
ing Sept. ¡H), 1H94, 27 U farmers, g ar 
dt tiers aud herdstm n were committed in 
New York state as lunatics. 
This is a 
larg er number than in any other clam 
exc ept laborers, of whom there were (¡<¡7 
commitments. 
As ag ainst the so larg e classes there 
were only 54 members of the profes­ 
sional 
classes 
committed, 
including 
clerg y , military and naval officers, art­ 
ists, authors, civil eng ineers and survey ­ 
ors. There were only 45 men committed 
out of the larg e class of waiters, couks, 
servants, miners and seamen. The class 
of male teachers, students, housekeep­ 
ers and nurse« g ave on Jy 28 .— New York 
Times.

Less than an hour and a half from 
London is the quiet little station at 
Blole .-treei, uunred, I suppose, in honor 
of u Reman road and troddeu by travel* 
ers as they approach the manifold glo­ 
ries of Cobluuu. 
Cobhaui, the Kentish Cobham, is one 
of those 
places in which Kent is so 
rich, favored alike by nature and urt 
and historical i i sm ciatiou. 
For what is 
called puik scenery it has few superiors 
iu England. The church has memorials 
of its fourteenth century lords as fresh 
as when they felt the last touch of the 
workman’s tools, while the inn opposite 
is redolent with the memories of C harles 
Dickens, and tin« ruddy old Elizabethan 
hall is one of tin« stateliest homes in 
England—a real home, constantly lived 
in. 
To see Cobham in it- glory one must 
of course visit it in summer. It is hard­ 
ly fair to go there, a» 1 did, on a weep­ 
ing autumn day . though it was full « ,f a 
charm of its own. In th<> first place, the 
season precluded my approaching Cob­ 
ham in the < lthodox way —from tho 
back of the ancient buildings which 
form the new college. The boy who acts 
as porter at the station did not recom­ 
mend the short cut for a very wet day . 
It had recently been plowed. 
¡80. pass­ 
ing fir.-t an old Kentish black and white 
house to the left and then a fine red 
brick Georgian mansion (described by 
him as a farm) to the right, I strode up 
tho main street of Cobham village to 
where a putative leather bottle swings 
in front of the inn which Dickens 1111 
iuortalized in “ Pickwick. ” The leather 
bottle, which, proudly labeled “ Ecce 
¡Siguum,” swings over a sign of Dick 
ems’ Mr. Pickwick standing on a chair 
with his hands under ins coattails, is, us 
matter of fact, made of cast iron and a 
weighs no less than 4<) pounds, the real 
bottle iieing kept on tho top of the eloek 
in the bar par hr, guarded by an uncer­ 
tain looking monkey and a dog. 
It is 
shaped like a barrel, with u combined 
stopper and handle < n one side, and has 
u large hole cut out just below the ban 
die, the reason of this being that when 
it was dug out of a field hard by it 
weighed «0 heavy that the finder hacked 
a hole to see what was in it. He was re 
warded by finding money , which was 
probably exact )y w hat lie wanted to find. 
The inn claims to be as old as the 
chancel of the church opposite, which 
won Id make it fourteenth century . Even 
the aspect of the much repaired ex terior 
does not make th s impossible, and the 
roug h, worm eaten, dark oak beams iu 
the low ceiling of the Dickon» room 
certainly look old enoug h. 
The Dickens room is the pride 
of mine 
host and bring s Cobham visits from 
a 
host of theatrical people, who certainly 
would u« *v.-r visit H for the sake 
of its 
lord» , ancient or modern, and their 
hall 
aud church and colltg e. 
In the visitors’ 
book I read such names as W. 8 . Pen ley 
ami J. L. Toole, the latter accompanied 
by Mr. Clement Foott, and over the 
mantelpiece hung a pretty theatrical 
portrait of Miss Mary Anderson, with 
her hands ti« «l tog ether id some charac­ 
ter which I « lid not recog nize— her me­ 
mento of a visit hi re. 
The walls are hung with prints « if 
various characters and scenes in Dickens’ 
books, Dickens’ prog rammes, sketch®» , 
and what not, among them being The 
Graphic's 
picture 
of 
the 
“ Empty 
Chair, ’’ which made Lnke Fildes’ name, 
and Dickens’ last letter (in autog raph), 
dated June s. 1^7 0, in reply to a Non- 
conformi t minister named Mah ham, 
a

a pathetic and particular interest, be­ 
cause Dickens 
111 this last hitter of Ins 
life avows that lm had alway s cherished 
Christianity —even written a book to 
bring it home to bis children, thoug h lie 
had not proclaimed his belief from the 
house top.

Whatever thqehum s of the “ Leather 
Bottel” to fourteenth century honors, 
there is no doubt of the antiquity of the

facing of fliuts, Two g ig antic flints, one 
of them at least 4 feet by 2, lie on th« » 
g rass below The interior of the church, 
once ruined with plaster and whitewash, 
is now carefully restored and hig hly 
interesting . 
First 
in importance, of 
«•< urse, com» ' it» monumental brasses, 
some .80 of them, not erect« *d, but laid 
down on the chancel floor to the honor 
of the lords and ladies of Cobham and 
tho masters of their colleg e. 
These 
brasses have no nuj>criors in Eng land, 
and g o as fur hack as the beg inning of 
the fourteenth century . 
Not a line is

knig hts and « lames — the one in full 
armor, the other iu the heig ht of fashion. 
Tradition sajs that in Cromwell’s time 
they were saved from the heavy hand (it 
tic spoiler 1-y being first whitewash« *l 
to « -scape note:» -, and then covered with 
deep litter tor the stabling of my lord 
protec t, r's hors*--.
